BRAWLEY SHIPPERS. 


Pushed to Completion—Hyacinth 
and Gold Mines. 


BRAWLEY, May 15.—W. C. Cooke, 
représenting the Pacific Fruit Express | 
Company, is. superintending the in- | 
stalling of an automatic ice conveyor | 
in the Southern Pacific freight yards, 
to better facilitate the icing of re-' 
frigerator cars. 

This is the first to be introduced in_ 
Imperial Valley, and will be completed | 
in ample time to meet the demands— 
of the cantaloupe season. | 

The platform, on which the con-| 
veyor is erected, will be 560 feet long 
and nine feet wide. This new device | 
for the successful icing of fruit cars, is 
so arranged that the ice from three | 
cars can be removed at one time. 

The capacity of this conveyor is_ 
sufficient to ice twelve cars at the| 
same time, and with sufficient ty gh 
to perform the work of icing a car 
in three minutes. * 

The Southern Pacific company has 
a force of men laying a track 1000 
feet long. in the freight yards, to ac- 
commodate and expedite the proper 
handling of cars to be iced by this 
automatic ice conveyor.

‘WAMNING DOCUMENT.

This direction to Suppress a report of dis: 
bursements is doubtless made in order that 
the union laborites may not know how much 
of their hard-earned money was expended 
for dynamite, how mueh for the traveling 
expenses and remuneration of those who 
threw the dynamite, how much for the com- 
pensation of expert witnesses to swear that 
the destruction of buildings in Los Angeles, 
in Chicago and in New York was caused by 
gas, how much for the compensation of law- 
yers to defend any and all labor leaders ac- 
cused of crime, how much to newspaper or- 
gans of assassination and how much to 
“fix” juries. 

No more shameless and defiant direction 
of bandit chieftains to shelter and succor 
murderers and thieves was ever issued in 
the middle ages.

HE FUTURE OF DIAZ. 
Diaz may retire from the Presidency of 


loyal friend that has ever presided over the 
destinies, shaped the laws and contributed 
to the growth and prosperity of his country. 
Within a more limited sphere he has been, 
as much as Washington, as Lincoln or as 
the first Napoleon, a maker of history. He 
found Mexico rent with civil feuds, its great 
resources undeveloped and its people 
“steeped in poverty to the very lips.” He 
found it practically without railroads, with- 
out manufactures, except in a limited way, 
without ‘an army other than an undisci- 
plined mob of half-armed and rebellious sol- 
diers, recruited largely from the banditti 
who infested its highways. He found it a 
nation despised by other powers and saved 
from foreign absorption only by the pro- 
tecting arm of the Monroe doctrine. 

Out of this chaos of civil government, this 
semi-barbarism, masquerading as a repub- 
lic, he helped to create a nation greater 
than any Latin power in this hemisphere. 
His wise and liberal policies—aided, it may 
be, by a rule that was sometimes drastic— 
gridironed the land with railroads, estab- 
lished great manufacturing industries, af- 
forded protection to foreign capital, cleared 
the highways of bandits, checked corruption 
among local officials and established a rule 
of order and law. It is true that there was 
not extended to the people generally that 
measure of participation in public affairs, 
that absolute “government of the people, by 
the people, for the people,’ which the ex- 
perience of a century or more has shown 
to be impossible in Latin countries. But 
property was more adequately protected, 
and life and liberty were better safeguarded 
than ever before. 

What may be in store for Mexico under 
the regime that will succeed this great and 
patriotic ruler is in the womb of the future. 
it is to be hoped, and possibly to be ex. 
pected, that the supporters of Diaz and the 
best of the followers of Madere wil! unite in 
the suppression of the murderers, and chick- 
en thieves, and Il-Won't-Workers from the 
United States who formed a large portion 
of the insurrecto forces. If such shall prove 
to be the case we may look for a more or 
less speedy restoration of order and reha- 
bilitation of prosperity in our sister republic. 
Whether the great Mexican will remain 
in the country which has illustrated the 
maxim that republics as well as princes are 
often ungrateful or shall seek in the United 
States or in Europe a safer and kindlier 
shelter for his age, his career will—-as the 
years roll on—be better appreciated and his 
services to his country more highly es- 
teemed, and of him as of others who have 
journeyed on it will be said that— 

“The hooting mob of yesterday in silent 
awe return 

To gather up the ashes for History's gold- 
en urn.” 


AGFES—AMERICAN AND ENGLISH. 

The committee of the London Board 
of Trade which investigated the difference 
between the wages of workers and the cost 
of living in England and in the United 
States, reported that the cost of living in 
this country is 52 per cent. greater than in 


per cent. higher here than there. The work- 
er here who earns $900 per annum would 
earn but $450 in England. -There, if, as is 
most likely, he expended his entire earnings 
in his living expenses he would save noth- 
ing, while here he would expend $684 in liv- 
ing and would save $216. If, as is probable 
in many cases, he saves nothing here he is 
able to adopt a higher standard of living 
than was possible on English wages, and to 
enjoy more of the comforts and Iivxuries of 
life.

The freight rate on lemons from Sicily 
to New York is 30 cents per 100 pounds, or 
21 cents per box. The freight rate on lem 
ons from Los Angeles to New York is $1.15 
per 100 pounds, or 89 cents per box. On 
freight rates Sicity has the advantage of 
California 59 cents per box. The. present 
tariff on lemons, procured by the “swap- 
ping” of ex-Senator Flint, is 1', cents per 
pound, or $1.05 per box: This leaves 46 
cents per box protection to the California 
lemon grower.
